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U.S. approves military sales to China 

WASHINGTON, May 29 (Agencies) - The United States told 
China today that Peking was now free for the first rime to buy a 
wide range of non -lethal military equipment from U.S. com- 
panies. The approval, announced at the end of a four-day visit by 
Chinese Vice-Premier Geng Biao, was expected to lead to sales 
totalling hundreds of millions of dollars. U.$. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown said the government had approved export licence 
applications for equipment such as air defence radar, helicopters 
and communications gear, and for the sale of computers. Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Geng stressed that the actions are significant in 
what they described as a “step-by-step relationship" between the 
two superpowers. Mr. Brown emphasised that the moves did not 
represent the beginnings of a formal alliance between the coun- 
tries, although he said “the People's Republic of China and the 
United States are friends."

said. “All goods are embargoed 
except specified foodstuffs, med- 
ical products and other specified 
products if sold or supplied for 
medical and surgical purposes." 

In Washington, the Carter 
administration is delaying a call 
for new sanctions against Iran to 
see if the authorities in Tehran will 
beed a ruling by rhe International 
Court of Justice that the American 
embassy hostages should be freed. 

“We want to try to gauge the 
reaction to the decision out of Iran 
for the moment," State Depart- 
. menr spokesman Thomas Reston 
said. 

Other officials said the position 
of the Soviet Union on sanctions 
was not dear. One possible — and 
unprecedented — approach under 
consideration is to have U.N. 
Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim ask the Security- Council to 
act against Iran. 

The administration moved for 
sanctions in the council last Janu- 
ary but was blocked by a Soviet 
veto. Subsequently, ’ Western 
European and Pacific gov- 
ernments joined in limited sup- 
port of American diplomatic and 
economic restrictions against Iran .

twofold: a move by most OPEC, 
members to capitalise on the high 
prices now being charged for oil, 
and the increased production of 
non-OPEC oil producers, such as 
Britain and Mexico. 

Saudi Arabia is currently pro- 
ducing 9.5 million barrels of crude 
a day, and has indicated that it 
would like to return to what it sees 
as its “normaT production of 8.5 
million harries. Sheikh Yamani, in 
the interview, did not discuss his 
nation's oil output. 

Bat he did say Saudi Arabia was 
not. planning another price hike, 
even though the price it is now 
charging for crude is far below 
what most of the other OPEC 
members are demanding. 

Sheikh Yamani made it dear 
that he did not rule out the pos- 
sibility of Saudi Arabia using oil as 
a “political weapon" again as it 
did daring the Arab oil boycott m 
1973. 

“I (have) always held that it is a 
.weapon — and that it can be used 
in various ways,” he said. 

Sheikh Yamani rejected as 
“sheer demagogy” suggestions 
that the world’s oil consumers — 
particularly the United States — 
would use force to ensure an ade- 
quate supply of oil if it was denied 
them. “Each and every western 
. state knows the dangers attending 
such moves. First among them will 
be the cutting of all supplies," he

On Saturday, the World Court 
in The Hague set the stage for a 
new U.S. effort by issuing a final 
ruling that Iran had violated inter- 
national law bv detaining the 
Americans. 

Iran has already culled the 
World Court decision “mean- 
ingless," and when its new par- 
liament convened for the first time 
on Wednesday the question of the 
hostages was not addressed by 
President Aboi Hassan Bani- 
Sadr. 

The student militants have reit- 
erated their demand that their 
captives must not be freed until 
deposed Shah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi and his wealth are 
returned to Iran. 

Revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini has said the fate of the 
hostages now rests in the hands of 
the new parliament. But Iranian 
officials said on Wednesday that 
the hostage debate will not begin 
until late June. 

Families of three of the Ameri- 
can hostages have received the 
first letters from the hostages since 
the abortive U.S. rescue mission 
last month, but the letters did not 
say where the hostages are being 
held, a Washington television sta- 
tion reported last night. 

The report said the letters indi- 
cate that the hostages who wrote 
them are in good physical con- 
dition. None of the other hostage 
families are known to have 
received mail, the report said. 

The letters were from Mr. 
Robert C. Ode, at 64 the oldest 
hostage, and from the only two 
women hostages. Miss Kathryn 
Koob and Miss Elizabeth Ann 
Swift. 

Shooting erupted last nightout- 
side the U.S. Embassy in Tehran 
and at a residence in the north- 
eastern Iranian city of Mashhad 
where some of the American hos- 
tages are held, but there were no 
injuries, their captors said Thurs- 
day. 

The militants at the Tehran 
embassy said revolutionary guards 
fired in the air when they saw a 
suspicious-looking car near the 
occupied mission. But the car dis- 
appeared and there were no 
reports the people in the car fired 
at the embassy, a spokesman said. 

The militants who reported they 
were holding Americans in Mas- 
hhad. 700 kilometres northeast of 
Tehran, said in a statement carried 
by Iran’s official Pars news agency 
that gunmen opened fire at the 
residence and then fled. 

The Mashhad students blamed 
the shooting on “internal mer- 
cenaries of Americans staging 
another plot in order to create 
obstacles in the way of exporting 
and spreading our Islamic revolu- 
tion." 

Meanwhile, $even more people 
were executed in Tehran yes- 
terday on drug charges, following 
trials conducted by Ayatollah 
Sadeq Khalkhali, supervisor of 
Iran's ami-narcotics drive. The 
deaths brought to 70 the number 
executed for drug offences since 
last week. 

Iraqi minister 
to visit U.K. 

LONDON, May 29 (R) — Iraqi 
Ford^n Minister Saadoun Ham- 
madi is to pay an' official visit to 
London towards the end of next 
week for talks with British minis- 
ters on Middle East developments 
and bilateral relations, informed 
diplomatic sources said today. 

Dr. Hammadi’s main dis- 
cussions will be with Foreign Sec- 
retary Lord Carrington^who early 
next week will be holding similar 
talks here with Algerian Foreign 
Minister Mohammad Seddik 
Benyahia. 

The discussions on the Arab- 
Israeli dispute will be in the light 
of the suspended Egyptian-Israeli 
negotiations , 

Anglo-Iraqi relations have’ 
recently been improving. They 
reached a low point in July 1978, 
-when Britain expelled U Iraqi 
diplomats and businessmen 
Baghdad then retaliated by expel- 
ling IQ Britons from Iraq. 

Lord Carrington visited Iraq 
last July. 


King Hussein to visit 
Washington in June 

WASHINGTON, May 29 (Agencies) - His Majesty King 
Hussein wili make an official visit to Washington on June 
17-18 for talks with President Carter, the Jordanian 
Embassy in Washington and the White House announced 
today. 

A statement issued jointly said “both leaders felt that this was a 
good time to exchange views on issues of interest to our two coun- 
tries.” 

Her Majesty Queen Noor will accompany the King on the visit. 

The White House press office said the King and Mr. Carter had 
agreed in principle some time ago that His Majesty should make an 
official visit. They last met in January 1978. 

Meanwhile. King Hussein 
has said in an interview pub- 
lished in London that a prop- 
. osed European Common Mar- 
'Sj ket (EEC) initiative (o help the 
■ c ~- Middle East peace process 
would mean a return to the 
proper framework for a set- 
tlement. 

“The European initia- 
tive... com prises a return to the 
proper framework for a 
solution— namely the United 
Nations, as well as such 
interested powers as the United 
States, the Soviet Union, the 
European family of nations and 
the international community as 
a whole,'* the King told the 
London-based Arabic language 
weekly A1 Majalleh. 

He said an EEC initiative would also be line with Arab summit 
resolutions on a Middle East settlement. 

Reuters quoted diplomatic sources as saying the European 
initiative could come fat the form of a U.N. Security Council resol- 
ution railing for Palestinian self-determination. 

But the sources believe any such resolution would be a sup- 
plementary document and would not in any way replace or alter 
Resolution 242, winch lays down guidelines for a comprehensive 
Middle East settlement. 

The United States has said a major European scheme for a 
settlement at this stage would undermine the negotiations between 
Egypt and Israel under the Camp David accords. 

In the interview, the King said: “The essence of Camp David 
is.. .the neglect or the United Nations and its Resolutions 242 and 
338, as well as the neglect of the other parties to the dispute." 

That approach, he said, “will lead nowhere.” 

The only chance for an honourable and just peace, from the 
Arab point of view, ties in a unified Arab delegation going to 
Geneva to negotiate.” the King was quoted as saying. 
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Nablus mayor’s wife 
arrested for staging 
anti-Israeli protest 


TEL AVIV, May 29 (Agencies) - 
Israel' s military govemmen t today 
briefly arrested the wife of Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Shak’a for organis- 
ing a demonstration against Israeli 
rule in the occupied West Bank.. 
Israel Radio reported. 

Mrs. Tnaya Shak’a, who led a 
campaign against Israeli plans to 
deport her husband last 
November, was charged with caus- 
ing a disturbance in front of homes 
sealed up by the army on May 26. 

The two houses and one apart- 
ment were permanently sealed 
because the owners allegedly 
threw firebombs at an army veh- 
icle. The demonstration was held 
to protest against the punishment, 
which has left the houses unin- 

Hoss seeks aid 
in ending new 
Lebanon clashes 

BEIRUT, May 29 (R) - Leban- 
ese Prune Minister Salim Al Hoss 
today sought help from Syrian and 
Palestinian leaders in putting an 
end to three days of heavy fight- 
ing in the southern suburbs of 
Beirut in which about 15 people 
have been killed. 

■ Mortars and rocket-propelled 
grenades were used in inter- 
.mitient clashes today in which 
members of the Lebanese Shfite 
Muslim militia fought Iraqi- 
backed Palestinian commandos. 
communists and other Lebanese 
leftist forces. 

The most severely hit area is 
Bourj AI Brajneh, near Beirut 
airport, which was sealed off by 
Syrian peace-keeping troops early 
today. 

According to government 
sources. Dr. Hoss had a telephone 
conversation with Syrian Pres- 
ident Hafez Ai Assad, who replied 
that the peace-keeping forces 
were doing their utmost to bring 
the situation under control. 

In troubled southern Lebanon, 
where seven people were killed in 
fighting last week, a joint com- 
mittee was formed today to 
restore order. 

Israeli warplanes maintained 
their daily flights over Beirut and 
the south, apparently on recon- 
naissance missions.

Mrs. Shak'a arrested with six 
other women and detained by the 
military govemmen i for several 
hours. They were later released 
pending trial. 

Meanwhile, a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew was lifted today by the 
Israel* military authorities in the 
occupied Arab city of Hebron. 

A total curfew was imposed 
after the May 2 Palestinian guer- 
rilla attack on Jewish settlers in 
Hebron, in which s»ix people died. 
After two weeks, the curfew was 
lifted during daylight hours, and 
finally removed altogether 
tonight. 

Municipal sources said the cur- 
few had caused Hebron damages 
amounting to millions of dollars. 

The commandos who carried 
out the attack were not caught. 

Following the incident, the 
Israeli army demolished houses 
near the scene of the attack, and 
today crvilian affairs officials in 
the military government said they 
were negotiating with one of the 
house-owners after agreeing in 
principle to pay him damages. 

They did not know at the time 
that the building belonged to the 
Harbawi family, who had saved 
dozens of Jewish lives during 
the disturbances in Hebron in 
1929. 

3 Gulf states 
to combine in 
petrochemicals 


BAHRAIN, May 29 (R) - Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait and Bahrain 
today formed a company to build a 
$400-miliion petrochemicals 
complex in Bahrain ' as part of 
moves to coordinate industrial 
strategies in the Gulf. 

Bahrain's Minister of 
Development and Industry 
Yousouf Shirawai told reporters* 
that the project was “a first step to 
the integration of this industry and 
other industries." 

The complex will produce 1 ,000 
tonnes a day of methanol and the 
same amount of ammonia and will 
be on stream bv the end of 1983. 



ael’s crises: 

Begin settlements disclosure 
upsets WZO officials 
Shamir, Modat appointments 
stir more opposition 


TEL AVIV, May 29 (Agencies) - 
Israeli officials responsible for setting 
up Jewish settlements on occupied 
Arab land reacted strongly today to 


reports that Israel intends to establish 
only 10 more outposts in all the 
occupied territories. 


An official in the World Zionist 
Organisation (WZO) settlement 
department, which plans and sets 
up all new settlements in the 
occupied territories, told Reuters 
that plans exist for the foundation 
of at least 40 new settlements over 
the next three years. 

Work is scheduled to begin on 
nine of these by the end of this 
year, though budgetary problems 
might hold up the work on some of 
them, the official said. 

Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin said in an interview with the 
Washington Post on Tuesday that 
no more than 10 new settlements 
would be built in the occupied ter- 
ritories. although existing civilian - 
outposts would be strengthened. 

During the interview, Mr. Begin 
telephoned Agriculture Minister 
.Ariel Sharon, who, as chairman of 
the government's ministerial set- 
tlement committee, masterminds 
Israel's settlement policy, to check 
the figure, the newspaper said. 

Mr. Begin then said: "Only 10 
more, then it is finished. This is 
what we need for our security " 

The WZO official said the plan 
conceived by settlement depart- 
ment head Matutyahu Drobles 
called for 30 more settlements to 
be built in the occupied West 
Bank of Jordan by October 1982. 
In addition, separate plans existed 
for the establishment of five new 
settlements in the Jordan Valley, 
to surround the town of Jericho, 
and five more new settlements at 
rhe southern end of the Gaza 
Strip. 

The Drobles plan was presented 
to the government in October 
1978. It was kept a close secret 
until several months ago, when ii 
found its way into the hands of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) which distributed it in the 
United Nations. 

The Drobles plan calls for set- 
tlements' in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip to be built in clusters, 
with several settlements situated 
within a few kilometres of each 
other. 

Sources at Mr. Begin's office 
confirmed today that he had told 
the Washington Post that Israel 
would build only 1 0 more new set- 
tlements. But the sources said the 
newspaper had omitted a key 
phrase in the prime minister’s 
interview. 

“Mr. Begin stressed that Israel 
would continue strengthening and 
thickening its settlements in the 
territories.” the sources said. 

Israeli officials use the term, 
“thickening settlements” when 
new outposts are added to existing 
clusters. The sources said Mr. 
Begin and Mr. Sharon may have 
intended to suggest that Israel will 
found only X0 more dusters, bur 
each one will consist of several set- 
tlements. 

Despite lsrael'seconomic prob- 
lems. with inflation running at 120 
per cent and the balance of pay- 
ments position worsening, there 
have been no signs of the set- 
tlement drive slackening. 

Five new settlements have been 
founded since the beginning of the 
— year Mitzpe Givon and Dotan 
in the West Bank, Katif D in the 
Gaza Strip and Vered Jericho and 
Beit Ha'arava near Jericho in the 
Jordan Valley. 

in addition, the government 
decided last week to seize state 
land in order to expand six existing 
West Bank settlements. The Dro- 
bles plan calls or the Jewish popu- 
lation of the West Bank to 
increase from its present 1 4,000 to 
59,000 by late 1982. 

The extreme nationalist lobby, 
headed by Mr. Sharon, Mr. Dro- 
bles and the Gush Emunim (Faith 
Bloc) movement is pressing for 
further measures. 

It wants the government to 
introduce legislation that would 
change the legal status of Arab 


lands and permit the government 
to expropriate privately owned 
areas. At the moment, the gov- 
ernment may seize only state land 
and is forbidden to expropriate 
private land unless it can prove 
this is vital for Israel's “security.” 

Mr. Drobles is also pressing for 
a vastly increased budget for set- 
tlements. The WZO official said 
today that the government 
planned to spend 300 million 
shekels ($75 million) on set- 
tlement in the occupied territories 
this year. 

Bui Mr. Drobles bas submitted 
a memorandum calling for an allo- 
cation of between two and three 
per cent of the total state budget, 
which would bring the figure up to 
1 .9 billion shekels ($475 million). 

Meanwhile. Foreign Minister. 
Yitzhak Shamir today rejected a 
demand by Egypt for a freeze on 
new settlements on occupied Arab 
land. 

Mr. Shamir, who is believed to 
be Mr. Begin's choice as Israel's 
new defence minister, replacing 
. Mr. Ezer Weizman, who resigned 
this week — partially in opposition 
to Mr. Begin’s settlement policies 
— told a press luncheon today: 
“The settlements are indis- 
pensable for our existence and our 
security, and it is also our right (to 
establish them). We will never 
give ii up.” 

Egypt had made a freeze on set- 
tlements a condition for resuming 
the stalled talks with Israel on 
“autonomy” for the Palestinian 
inhabitants of the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

Mr. Shamir said the autonomy 
negotiations were intended to 
grant the Palestinians the right to 
run their own lives, not to end 
Israel's presence in the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza. Jewish set- 
tlements in the areas, be said, “are 
an expression of our aim to create 
an Israeli presence in this area." 


As defence minister, Mr. 
Shamir would become responsible 
for Israeli policy in the occupied 
territories and relations with the 
1.2 million Palestinians living 
there. But his appointment to that 
post remained in doubt today as 
Mr. Begin spent a third day trying 
to persuade key coalition parties 
to ratify his choice. 

Opposition to the reshufle, in 
which Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Modai is tipped to become foreign 
minister came from the National 
Religious Party (NRP) and the 
Democratic Movement. Mr. 
Begin now controls 65 seats in the 
120-member parliament, and a 
loss of support from the NRFs 12 
deputies or the six democrats 
could bring down the government. 

Mr. Begin met the Democratic 
Movement faction to argue in 
support of Mr. Modai, a former 
cosmetic company executive with 
little experience in foreign affairs. 
But after the meeting. Deputy 
Prime Minister Yigael Yadin, the 
party leader, said: “We have 
nothing against the man (Modai). 
He just is not suitable for the pos- 
ition” 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
chief of the NRP, said his party 
had no objection to Mr. Shamir, 
but opposed giving the foreign 
ministry to Mr. Modai’ s Liberal 
Party. The NRP has often 
demanded greater representation 
in Mr. Begin's cabinet 

Mr. Sharon also remained a 
trouble spot in the shakeup. He 
wants the defence portfolio for 
himself, but is strongly opposed by 
moderate factions of Mr. Begin’s 
government.

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Sadat snubs lawyers: 
a 4 diplomatic illness 5 ? 


CAIRO, May 29 (AP) - Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat failed to make 
a scheduled nationally televised 
speech before a group of law pro- 
fessors today because he was “dis- 
pleased” with the choice of lawy- 
ers to be honoured at the awards 
ceremony, a top Egyptian official 
said. 

Mr. Fuad Mohieddine, who 
deputised for Mr, Sadat at the 
ceremony told the Associated 
Press in a telephone interview 
that: “The list was made according 
to seniority and not according to 
the contributions and achieve- 
ments in the Geld of law. The pres- 
ident was displeased. 

The lawyers syndicate has been 
an outspoken critic of Mr. Sadat* s 
peace moves with Iscaei. On the 
day the Israeli ambassador pre- 
sented his credentials here, sig- 
nalling formal diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries, 
some lawyers burned an Israeli 
paper flag and raised the Pales- 
tinian one instead. 


The lawyers have also been crit- 
ical of Mr. Sadat's domestic 
policies, particularly a code of eth- 
ics prepared at his behest. The 
code, also known as the “law of 
shame' V legislates persona] 
behaviour — even to belief in the 
almighty. The lawyers have 
termed it “undemocratic.” 

The event at which Mr. Sadat 
was to have spoken was on the 
occasion of the 100th anniversary 
of the Cairo University Faculty of 
Law. 

Earlier in the day, when con- 
fusion arose over why the pres- 
ident had not shown up at Cairo 
.University, presidency officials 
said he was slightly ill. 

“He had a cold or headache, 
something like that. But it is 
nothing serious,” explained Mr. 
Man sour Hassan, minister of state 
for information. 

However, Mr. Sadat’s aides 
later telephoned news organ-' 
isations to say he would be attend- 
ing Friday prayers at the Salah AI 
Din Mosque in Cairo. 
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Middle East hiatus 


ONE OF the British parliamentarians who visited Amman 
this past week noted that there has been a “dramatic shift” 
in British public opinion with regard to the Arab-Israeii 
conflict. The following editorial is reprinted from Wed- 
nesday's issue of the eminently establishmentarian London 
Financial Times. We feel it should be read as a useful 
indication of where mainstream British public opinion now 
stands on the Middle East question. 


i SINCE THE conclusion of the Egyptian -Israeli peace treaty 14 
months ago the so-called Camp David process has moved only 
sporadically, spluttering like an old vehicle on the verge of a 
break-down. Arguably, it has made no advance whatsoever. With 
the passing of the May 26 deadline for the conclusion of the talks 
on autonomy for the Arab inhabitants of the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, the contraption has ground to a complete halt. 

The talks that have taken place over the past year on Pales- 
tinian autonomy could hardly be characterised as negotiations. 
Only after President Jimmy Carter obtained a commitment from 
President Anwar Sadat of Egypt and Mr. Men ac hem Begin, the 
Israeli prime minister, that the exchanges should be intensified 
did they come to grips with the real issues, in particular security 
arrangements for the territories. 

Predictably, Israel showed no hint of flexibility in its insistence 
that it alone should be the judge of its own requirements and, 
therefore, that security, internal and external, should be its exclu- 
sive domain. The meetings at Herzlia and Alexandria only served 
to emphasise what seemed crystal clear long before: Egyptian and 
Israeli concepts of autonomy are poles apart, quite a pan from 
those of the Palestinians themselves. 

Mr. Sadat’s decision to suspend them was not only under-' 
standable but perhaps politically necessary also. 

For its part, the Israeli government seems happy to sit back, 
confident that neither Egypt nor the U.S. can abandon a negotiat- 
ing process in which they have invested so much. Moreover, as it 
tightens its control over the West Bank and Gaza Strip, Mr. Begin 
seems assured that U.S. electoral considerations will preclude any 
pressure from Washington for Israeli concessions. His gov- 
ernment's attitude is almost certain to become more uncom- 
promising following the resignation of Mr. Ezer Weizman, the 
defence minister. 

Mr. Weizman was opposed to the Likud-led coalition's more 
extreme and controversial measures on the West Bank.In itself 
the resignation of the Israeli leader who had built up the closest 
rapport with Mr. Sadat and his probable replacement by a hard- 
liner will be a blow to the prospects for the autonomy talks. At the 
same time, it will further weaken a divided, unpopular gov- 
ernment, increasing the chances of elections before the end of the 
year for which Mr. Weizman has publicly called. 

Both Mr. Sadat and Mr. Carter may secretly wish for the early 
return to power of a more moderate and flexible Labour-led 
government in Israel, which is more likely to negotiate a satis- 
factory form of Palestinian autonomy. That must be true also of 
West European governments. Notwithstanding the request to 
them by Mr. Edmund Muskie, the U.S. secretary of state, to 
refrain from any action likely to harm the Camp David process, 
they must consider what they can do to keep the Palestinian issue 
alive and what other possible framework might bring about a 
comprehensive peace settlement. 

At this point sponsorship of a U.N. Security Council resol- 
ution amending, or supplementing, 242, to take into account 
specifically Palestinian political rights or self-determination, 
would be unwise because of the risks of an American veto at a 
time when Western solidarity is at a premium. An explicit state- 
ment by the leaders of the Nine when they meet in Venice next 
month would do no harm even if they are unlikely to influence 
Israel. 

Dr. Kurt Waldheim, the U.N. secretary-general, is one who 
believes a new vehicle will be necessary and that the West Euro- 
peans will have a role to play in it. No one should beiittie the 
achievement constituted by last year’s peace treaty. But Mr. Car- 
ter must surely be forced, sooner or later, to recognise that the 
related Camp David accoitis are insufficient and that the negotiat- 
ing structure provided by them is too narrow to bring about a 
■comprehensive Arab-Israeii peace settlement.’ 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’I: The mirage which appeared to the Camp David 
partners has vanished - for it was a fabrication by the western 
media, which misinterpreted the statement made by Saudi Crown 
Prince Fahd to the Washington Post. 

Naturally Mr. Menachem Begin was the first to try to cash in 
on the situation by sarcastically inviting Prince Fahd to speak 
before the Knesset as President Sadat had done. Western circles 
realised the provocative tone of this invitation and described it as 
•■surrealistic” or "absurd”. 

The Saudi Crown Prince cleared the air by announcing that 
Saudi Arabia's position is consistent and resolute and is based on 
the unified Arab stand. There is no Saudi initiative outside the 
framework of that position. Thus he has slammed the door in the 
face of those with sick and overactive imaginations and frustrated 
their hopes of new partners joining the Camp David process. 
AL DUSTOUR: It was not unexpected that the Camp David 
parties should resort to sowing seeds of suspicion in order to 
.undermine the unity of Arab ranks by misrepresenting Saudi 
Arabia's position. 

Jordan has already been subjected to a slanderous campaign 
meant to distort its true position. The media in both Tel Aviv and 
Cairo sang the same tune about Jordan's willingness to join the 
Camp David process. But Jordan, whose stand emanates from 
Arab unanimity, has foiled this ploy. This country remains faithful 
to its commitments. 

Now the three Camp David partners are bringing the same 
worn out weapon to bear on Saudi Arabia to create suspicions 
regarding its position. 

The rabid plotting and distortion of positions has resurfaced 
the hope of rescuing the Camp David parries from their isolation. 

The Arabs undoubtedly are advocates of peace, not sub- 
mission. Every Arab voice that has been raised in the call for 
peace and the restoration of usurped rights has emanated from the 
Arab summits in Baghdad and Tunis, based on principles agreed 
upon by all Arab leaders.

Security Council 
to meet on Jerusalem 


UNITED NATIONS, May 29 
(AP) — The 40-member U.N. 
Islamic group yesterday asked for 
“an immediate meeting of the 
UJN. Security Council to consider 
the serious .and dangerous impli- 
cations” of Israeli moves to 
dedare all Jerusalem the capital of 
Israel. 

Mr. Shamshad Ahmad, acting 
chief delegate of Pakistan, made 
the request in a letter to Mr. Ide 
Oumarou of Niger, Security 
Council president for May, within 
hours after the group agreed pri- 
vately to seek council action. 

The agreement followed a deci- 
sion of the 11th Islamic foreign 
ministers' conference, meeting in 
Islamabad, Pakistan, May 17-21, 
to resort to the council. 

Mr. Zuhdi Labib Tern, the 
Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation’s U.N. observer, told 
reporters Bangladesh, Niger and 
Tunisia, the council’s Muslim 
members, would start consulting 
others Monday on when to hold 
the meeting. He said he expected 
it before the end of next week. 

Another Arab, speaking pri- 
vately, expressed the belief that 
the meeting might be delayed 
even longer to accommodate 
western delegations, which did not 
want to see the United States 
pushed into another election -time 
veto, and also the Soviet Union, 
which was afraid somebody would 
bring up its Afghan intervention. 


Israel has treated Jerusalem as 
its capital since it occupied East 
Jerusalem in 1967. 


But tbe government has moved 
recently to make this fait accompli 
law. On May 13, in the Knesset, 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg put 
the government on record in sup- 
port of a bill sponsored by two 
opposition members to declare 
Jerusalem Israel's capital. 


The Islamabad conference, 
using the Arabic name for “holy 
Jerusalem " agreed “to consider 
the derision by the Israeli enemy 
to annex A1 Quds A1 Sharif and 
make it the capital of the loath- 
some, racist and Zionist entity null 
and void." 


The conference resolved to call 
on the Security Council “to 
immediately convene in order to 
examine the dangers of this deri- 
sion, to declare its annulment, and 
to impose the sanctions stipulated 
in chapter seven of the charter of 
the United Nations, on the Israeli 


enemy. 

The Pakistani letter only asked 
for an immediate council meeting 
“to consider the serious and 
dangerous implications of the 
above-mentioned Israeli moves 
and their consequences on the 
endeavours for achieving a com- 
prehensive, just and lasting peace 
in the Middle East, in accordance 
with the relevant resolutions of 
tbe United Nations.”

In the oldest sector of the 
graveyard you will find toe tombs 
of Mtfawiya and Ibn Asaker 
(1105-1175), the famous Damas- 
cene historian. 

Interspersed among toe tombs 
and mausoleums 'of the famous are 


poignant tombs whose small size 
indicate they contain children, 
ornate iron grill trellises of a cen- 
tury ago and a myriad stone stelae 
marking the graves of the city's 
rich and not so rich which tell a 
tale of a remarkable city and the 
people who made it so.

AMMAN, May 29--An 
announcement appearing in the 
newspapers yesterday drove toe 
price of tomatoes up almost 50 per 
cent overnight. 

A massive surplus of tomatoes 
on the market recently drove their 
retail price in Amman down until 
it hit a rockbottom 90 fils a kilog- 
ramme on Wednesday. Farmers 
were in many cases taking under 
30 fits a kilogramme from 
wholesalers, an amount that did 
not nearly cover their costs. 

With the farmers threatened 
with losses they could not sustain, 
the management of the Jordan 
Cooperative Organisation (JCO). 
the Jordan Agricultural Mar- 
keting Association and the mainly 
government -owned tomato pro- 
cessing plant in Marka met to find 
a solution Iasi Tuesday. It was 
agreed that the JCO and the fac- 
tory would offer to buy tomatoes 
from farmers at 50 fils a kilog- 
ramme. Additionally, to the far- 
mers' benefit, containers would be 
provided free and the produce 
could be turned in ungraded- Usu- 
ally the farmers must grade the 
tomatoes himself and pick off toe 
green stems, a time-consuming 
process that requires expensive 
labour and causes further cuts into 
the farmers' slim margins. 

The consumer-quality tomatoes 
would be alloted to the JCO's 
newly started parallel markets and 
the red ones to the factory. It was 
announced in the papers yes- 
terday that the decision would go 
into effect today. JCO director 
Mr. Hassan Nabulsi told toe Jor- 
dan Times today: "I doubt we will 
have to buy a tomato. We have 
achieved our aim of driving the 
price up by the psychological 
effect the announcement has 
had." 

Wholesalers, threatened with 
the drying up of their tomato sup- 
plies if farmers sold their pro- 
duction to the semi-governmental 
agencies, were said to be buying at 
over 70 fils a kilo today. The retail 
price of tomatoes jumped over- 
night from 90 to 130 fils a kilo. 

“This is the first tune we have 
stepped into the market to put a 
minimum price on produce,” Mr. 
Nabulsi said. "We did it to absorb 
the surplus on the market.” The 
surplus was so great: he added, 
that even the 2,000 tonnes of 
tomato exports a week had not 
absorbed it. 

The unusual weather of the past 
year accounts for the current sur- 
plus. In early April, cold weather 
of the past year accounts for toe 
current surplus. In early April, 
cold weather and rains caused 
plants to rot on the vine, causing a 
shortage that drove prices up to 
record highs in April. At the same 


time, tomatoes planted later— a 
much larger percentage of the 

crop— had their growth retarded 
by the cold. The 'recent spell of 
very hot weather caused their late 
ripening up and down toe Jordan 
Valley all at toe same time. 

A surplus in production has also 
hit the egg producers— who want a 
reverse solution: toe lowering of 
retail price .This week they formed 
an association and its officials met 
with Mr. Nabulsi today, A shor- 
tage of eggs resulted in toe Minis- 
try of Supply raising their ceiling 
re. tail price in February. "Unfor- 
tunately," commented Mr. 
Nabulsi, “when prices go up here, 
they seldom go down.” 

The producers now have a sur- 
plus of eggs on their hands and 
while toe price they get from toe 
wholesaler has gone down, eggs 
retail for toe same price they did in 
February. Thus, the consumer 
does not benefit from toe surplus 
of eggs and the producers are 
unable to sell them in greater 
quantities to make up for toe 


lower price they are getting. 

Since the surplus shows no sign 
of abating— 15 to 20 million eggs 
are expected to be produced in 
Jordan during the coming three 
months— Mr. Nabulsi told the 
producers he would encourage toe 
Ministry of Supply to lower retail 
egg prices. 

“Regardless of what the minis- 
try decides," he said, "the JCO 
has decided to buy eggs for its 
parallel markets and retail them at 
a lower price." 

The entry of the JCO into egg 
retailing will have an added bonus 
for customers who have dif- 
ficulties transporting toe standard 
open cartons of thirty eggs or who 
invariably end up with a gooey 
mess when they buy a few eggs 
tucked in a paper bag. The JCO 
will commission the manufacture 
of dosed cartons that take a dozen 
eggs each for its parallel market 
sales. 

Meanwhile the ad hoc com- 
mittee that met Tuesday to deal 
with the price of tomatoes has 


recommended to the Ministry of 
Agriculture that a pricing poliq>' 
be implemented to prevent 
further emergency situation price 
extremes in the marketplace. Mr. 
Nabulsi described such a policy as 
a radical and permanent solution. 

"It must take into account many 
factors; toe areas under cul- 
tivation, rbe rotation of crops, the 
need to maintain export markets 
as well as reasonably priced fruits 
and vegetables for the local mar- 
ket, and adequate compensation 
and profit to the farmer for his 
expenditure and efforts." 

While the need fora pricing pol- 
icy was clear, he said, the 
approach to one was not. “Should 
we set minimum and maximum 
prices on a seasonal basis or a 
bi-weekly one?” he asked. He 
recommended that a team of 
“open-minded" experts be 
appointed to study the produce 
put on the market each month in 
order to determine the final shape 
of a pricing policy.

PARIS, May 29 (JNA)-The 
executive council of the United* 
Nations Educational. Scientific 
and Cultural Organisation 
(UNESCO) has strongly con- 
demned measures by the Israeli 
military authorities to Judaise the 
holy city of Jerusalem. It also con- 
demned Israel’s defiance of 
United Nations resolutions calling 
on it not to do so. 

A resolution issued by the 
council, currently holding meet- 
ings here, referred to earlier 
resolutions on toe subject passed 
by UNESCO and the U.N. calling 
for the safeguarding of cultural 
property in Jerusalem and 
demanding that the Israeli 
authorities refrain from taking any 
measures that would lead to 'a 
change of toe character or status 
of toe holy city. 

The resolution noted with deep 
concern that toe Israeli authorities 
use various pretexts in carrying 
our a policy aimed at obliterating 
the historic demographic and cul- 
tural character of the city of 
Jerusalem. The council recom- 
mended that these Israeli vio- 
lations be discussed by the next 
general conference of UNESCO. 

Jordan’s representative at the 
council meetings. Dr. Khalil Ai 
Salem, had earlier addressed the 
committee calling for a peaceful 
and just settlement to the Middle 
East problem, describing 
Jerusalem as the key to peace in 


the region. He said Israel’s pur- 
suance of its policies threatens 
world peace. 

Israel aims with its current 
policies, he said, to empty the 
Arab territories of their inhabit- 
ants. it is imposing Israeli text- 
books and curricula on .Arab stu- 
dents. 

Dr. Salem cited the closure of 
Abu Dis college and the banning 
of Arab books and culture among 
the measures taken against the 
Arab population. In addition, he 
said, Israel continues to conduct 
excavations under AJ Aqsa Mos- 
que in deliberate provocation of 
Muslim religious feelings.

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U.S e economy lags because of tax laws, lack of investment 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP) - 
Other industrial countries will 
continue to outpace American 
growth unless the United States 
changes its taxes to encourage its 
citizens to spend less and invest 
more, according to a study made 
public yesterday. 

It concludes that the core of the 
problem is that other countries put 
more of what they earn into build-' 
tag new plant and equipment than 
the United States does. It quoted 
figures to show that in 1978 the 
United States invested only 17.6 
per cent of what it produced. The 
figure for West Germany was 21 .6 
per cent and for Japan 30.5 per 
cent. 

In the 1970s the figures tended 
to oonverge as the rate of Japanese 
and West German investment 
declined, but the U.S. rate was still 
below theirs, and below those of 
Canada with 22.6 per cent, and 
France (21.4), Italy (18.8) and 
Britain (18.1) as well. 

The study called it an “ inter- 
esting paradox" that although 
American labour increased its 
production more slowly in the 
1970s than did labour in the other 
countries, the United States man- . 
aged to increase its output. 

It attributed the increase to the 
growth of the American labour 
force, but warned that this was due 


to three cases “none of which will 
contin ue through the 1 980s." 
These were, it said: 

— The reduction of the U.S. 
armed forces; 

— The huge increase in the 
number of women with jobs; 

— The arrival of the post-war 
baby boom at working age. 

It suggested that West Germany 
and Japan would have produced 
more if they bad not sent $16 bil- 
lion in capital to other countries 
during the 1970s, when it said the 
United States “neither exported 
nor imported a significant amount 
of capital." 

According to the latest figures 
from the U.S. Labour Depart- 
ment, output per hour in U.S. 
manufacturing industries 
increased only 1.5 per cent bet- 
ween 1978 and 1979, while the 
increase was 5.2 per cent in West 
Germany, 8.3 per cent in Japan 
and 8.7 per cent in Italy. 

The study, entitled “Economic 
growth among industrialised 
countries: Why the United States 
lags,” was prepared by Mr. Robert 
W. Dunn Jr., a professor at 
George Washington University, 
for the National Planning Associ- 
ation. The association is a private 
non-profit organisation in 
Washington. 


Tax amendments proposed 


The study proposed: 

— Eliminating the tax on profits 
of corporations and substituting a 
tax on stockholders’ earnings per 
share (rather than on dividends) 
and a tax on value added; 

— Tax receipts from interest 
payments only on the amount that 
exceeds the rate of inflation; 

— Cut down old age pensions to 
the amount that the pensioner and 
employer paid in during the 
employee’s working life. 

Sixteen senators introduced 
legislation yesterday to create new 
tax and credit incentives for U.S. 
exports. The bill would exempt 
U.S. trading associations from 
antitrust penalties, reduce tax- 
ation on Americans working 
abroad, strengthen the financing 
capacity of the U.S. Export- 
Import Bank, and create an 
agency to promote exports. 

In addition, the measure aims to 
amend laws that prohibit Ameri- 
cans from bribing foreign buyers 
to get business. “Expansion of 
exports belongs at the top of our 
goals, along with national sec- 
urity," Senator Bill Roth, a spon- 
sor of the legislation, told repor- 
ters. He said the bill “would pro- 
vide the tools we so desperately 
need to improve our world trade 


position and help us compete with 
some of today's major trading 
partners -- some that we helped 
build." 

Meanwhile, Americans filed 
more claims for unemployment 
insurance during mid-May than in 
any week since at least 1967, an 
ominous harbinger of a new surge 
in the nation's jobless rate, the 
U.S. government reported today. 

The Labour Department said a 
seasonally adjusted record 

675.000 Americans filed new 
claims for jobless benefits in the 
week ending May 17, a sharp 
jump from the previous high of 

616.000 who filed first-time 
claims only the week before. 

Never had so many people filed 
new claims in one week during the 
13 years that the government has 
been collecting seasonally 
adjusted figures.

The employment report was 
released as Treasury Secretary G.

“real" hourly compensation — 
wages and fringe benefits adjusted 
for inflation— declined at an 
annual rate of 0.9 per cent during 
the first quarter, leaving them at 
the same compensation level as in 
late 1975. It was the ninth straight 
quarter that real hourly com- 
pensation has failed to rise, the 
longest such period in the three 
years the government has been 
measuring real compensation.

Only twice since the government 
began measuring productivity in 
1 947 has the rate actually declined 
for a fall year. 

A decline in productivity con- 
tributes to inflation because rising 
wage rates cannot be offset by 
increased output per hour. As a 
result, unit labour costs go up and 
producers pass along their added 
expenses to consumers in the form 
of higher retail prices.

After ruffing a club on the 
table, he exited with a heart, 
discarding a diamond from 
his hand. He hoped that West 
would have to win the third 
•heart and eventually lead a 
diamond up to the king, or 
that East would have the ace 
of diamonds. Neither even- 
tuality materialized, so 
declarer ended up down one. 

Better timing would have 
allowed declarer to fulfill his 
.contract at no risk what- 
soever. After winning the 
first trump in his hand, 
declarer should immediately 
concede a heart. East wins 
and continues a second 
trump, but declarer is in con- 
trol. He wins in dummy, ruffe 
a heart, leads the ace of dubs 
and ruffs another heart. 
When both defenders follow, 
all is'weli. 

Declarer concedes a club 
trick. No matter what the 
defenders do, they can only 
get two more tricks in 
diamonds. There are still two 
trumps in dummy available 
to establish and cash the fifth 
heart.

Baseball roundup 

NEW YORK, May 29 (AP)— Dwayne Murphy and Wayne Gross 
scored on double steals in a wild first inning as the Oakland A's 
stole seven bases today in a 6-3 victory over the Kansas City 
Royals. 

The Royqjs look a 2 -0 lead by opening the game with singles by 
Willie Wilson, Frank White, George Brett and Darrell Porter. But 
the A’s gave pitcher Rick Langford the chance to make it good by 
scoring four runs at the bottom of the first. 

Kansas City starter Rich Gale retired the first batter be faced 
but got only one more out in the inning. The A’s had only three 
hits, all singles but there were two Kansas City errors and two wild 
pitches besides the two double steals. 

The A's scored two more runs in the second inning off reliever 
Any Pattin. with Gross and Tony Annas getting RBI singles. The 
Royals scored their first in the fifth when Wilson doubled and 
moved around on two groundouls. 

In National League day action, John Steams drilled a two-run 
single and Elliott Maddox's bases-loaded double drove in three 
more runs in a six-run eighth inning rally that carried the New 
York Mets to a 6-5 victory over the St. Louis Cardinals. 

The Mets sent 11 batters to the plate during their big inning, 
climaxing the rally while rookie Jose Moreno delivered a single to 
couni for rhe winning run. 

The game between the Montreal Expos and Chicago Cubs at 
Wrigley Field was suspended by darkness, caused by an oncoming 
thunderstorm, after 10 innings with the score tied at 3-3. The 
darkness at the only major league park without lights made play 
difficult in the umpire's opinion, and about 20 minutes after they 
had suspended the game, the area was drenched by a downpour. 

In National League night action, Mike Schmidt rocked a two- 
run homer and Jake McBride accounted for two more RBT s with 
a single and a double as the Philadelphia Phillies beat the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates 6-3 and bounced back into first place in the 
National League East by four percentage points. 

Nolan Ryan pitched a masterful to-hitter to lead the Houston 
Astros to a 1-0 victory over the San Diego Padres. Ryan, who at 
one point retired 12 straight batters, struck out seven and walked 
five on the way to his third victory of the season against four 
losses.

Joe Charboneakm, Jorge Orta and Jerry Dybzinski drove in 
two runs apiece during an etght-run Cleveland uprising in the fifth 
inning as the Indians defeated the Baltimore Orioles 10-6. 

Dave Stegman slammed a two-run homer and Tim Corcoran 
knocked in two more runs as the Detroit Tigers defeated the New 
York Yankees 6-3. 

Garth lorg capped a four-run second inning by scoring on the 
front of a double steal with Alfredo Griffin and the Toronto 
Bhiejays went on to a 4-1 victory over the Boston Red Sox. 

Dan Goodwin's rwo-mn pinch-hit single in the seventh sparked 
Minnesota to a 6-4 victory over Chicago. 

On the West coast, pinch-hitter Jason Thompson, acquired in a 
trade from Detroit on Tuesday, slammed a three-run double with 
one out in the bottom of the eighth inning to lead the California 
Angels to a 7-6 victory over the Texas Rangers.

Padukone’s victory took him into the quarterfinals of the men's 
singles where he was joined by England's Ray Stevens, who beat 
Roy Diaz Gonzales of Mexico, conquerer of defending champion 
Flemming Delfs of Denmark in the previous round. 

Gonzales* brilliant play of Tuesday night deserted him as he 
went out 15-6 15-0. Denmark’s Lene Koppen took another step 
in defence of her title with an 11-2 1 1-6 third round victory over 
Jane Webster of England. But Canada's Wendy Carter had a 
much tougher battle against Chen Yuk-jcn of Taiwan before 
emerging the victor 23-12 J1 -4 12-10.

Hua, Ohira issue joint statement 


TOKYO, May 29 (Agencies) - 
Chinese Prime Minister Hua 
Guofeng and Japanese Premier 
Masayoshi Ohira today issued a 
joint communique expressing 


in 


concern over developments 
Asia and the Middle East since 
last December -- taken as a 
reference to the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan. 


The communique, issued after 
talks between the two men, said 
they had expressed concern par- 
ticularly over developments in the 
Pacific region and on the Middle 
East conflict, “and tension in 
these regions, which are threaten- 
ing the peace and stability of the 
world.” 

The communique added they 
agreed the problems should be 
resolved at once in accordance 
with various United Nations rules. 

The bulk of the communique 
concerned future Sino-Japanese 
cooperation despite differences in 
the two nations’ social and polit- 
-ical systems. 

; The visiting Chinese leader, it 
said, “reaffirmed that China 
wishes to strengthen economic 
'Cooperation with Japan and other 
countries in order to promote, on 
the basis of self-reliance, its 
economic development in accor- 
dance with the principle of equal- 
ity and mutual benefit as well as 


the principle of com- 
plementarity’.” 

The two leaders, it continued, 
agreed it was desirable to expand 
their cooperation, including the 
joint development of oil in China's 
Bohai Bay as well as coal. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Hua said today 
that North Korea “has not the 
slightest desire to interfere” in 
politically- unsettled South Korea. 

Mr. Hua told a press conference 
here: “Unless South Korea starts 
a war as a diversion, there is no 
chance they (North Korea) will 
intervene.” 

The Chinese leader said he 
based his belief on “intelligence” 
that China had received, and he 
dismissed as unfounded specu- 
lation m South Korea that North 
Korea would take advantage of 
the unsettled political situation in 
Seoul to move across the 
demilitarised zone. 

Mr. Hua denounced what be 
called the military dictatorship in 


Seoul and the reversal from 
democracy, which “are at odds 
with the aspirations of the Korean 
people." 

He said he had been watching 
the recent uprising in the South 
Korean city of Kwangju on Japan- 
ese television and that the impos- 
ition of martial law and the arrest 
of “many ’ democratic figures,” 
including political opposition 
leader Kim Dae-jung had con- 
tributed to increased instability on 
the Korean peninsula. 

The Chinese leader said he had 
recently called on the United 
States to withdraw its 39.000 
troops from South Korea, adding 
that “for a nation to be artificially 
divided... is a situation that sooner 
or later must be resolved.” 

He said that China supported 
negotiations between North and 
South Korea to settle their dif- 
ferences through peaceful means.

Obote says 
he may not 
run in Uganda 
elections 


KAMPALA, Uganda, May 29 
(AP) — Former President Mr. Mil- 
ton Obote and his Uganda Peo- 
ple’s Congress Party (UPC) will 
not participate in elections this 
year if the voting is not free and 
fair. 

The government-run daily, 
Uganda Times, quoted Mr. Obote' 
today as telling reporters in 
Bushenyi, southern Uganda, that 
be was preparing for the elections 
and, meanwhile, favoured con- 
tinuation of the Uganda National 
Liberation Front. The front is a 
coalition of more than 20 parties 
formed in exile in 1979 to govern 
Uganda after the overthrow of 
dictator Idi Amin. 

But the newspaper said Mr. 
Obote complained that the front 
locked out his party and the con- 
servative, Roman Catholic-based 
Democratic Party, Uganda’s two 
largest political organisations. 

Mr. Obote, overthrown by 
Amin in 1 97 1 , returned from exile 
Tuesday, less than three weeks 
after a military coup by his sup- 
porters. The new military rulers 
lifted a Liberation Front ban on 
political party activity, a move 
favourable to the well-organised 
UPC. 

Mr. Obote is regarded as the 
favourite in the presidential elec- 
tions, which would be Uganda’s 
first national balloting in 18 years. 


organised the six-week-old boy- 
cott of classes to protest inferior 
education, appealed to youngsters 
late yesterday to refrain from vio- 
lence and to “avoid any direct con- 
frontation with the police.” 

Police Minister Louis Le 
Grange confirmed that police 
opened fire yesterday afternoon 
to disperse pupils stoning cars dri- 
ven by whites in the Elsies River 
township near here. Two youths 
were killed and three persons 
injured, he said. 

However, spectators later said 
one of the dead and one of the 
injured were innocent elderly bys- 
tanders. 

Residents of Elsies River who 
witnessed the shootings said riot 
police, using only batons, dis- 
persed the students several times, 
but added that, each time, the stu- 
dents regrouped and again threw 
stones. 

After a series of confrontations 
lasting several hours, a blue Vol- 
kswagen bus, apparently driven by 
a plainclothes policeman with a 
second man by his side, passed the 
first group of students and also 
was pelted. 

Residents said as the van drew 
closer to the thickest part of the 
gathering, two policemen in 
camouflage, who had been lying 
down in the back of the vehicle, 
stood up and started firing 
through open windows. 

“I have never seen such brut- 
ality,” said Mr. Jan Meintjies, who 
watched the events from bis bouse 
adjacent to the vacant lot where 
the students grouped. 

“When the shots were fired, the 
crowd dispersed and then I saw 
four people lying down in the 
road,” he said. 

The deaths were the First 
reported in more than five weeks 
of clashes between the authorities 
and mixed-race youngsters. 

•Brig. J. F. Roussouw. divisional 
commissioner for the western 
Cape, today described the situ- 


ation in troubled areas as “ tense.” 

The South African Press 
Association (SAP A; reported 
that police were out in greater 
number at mixed-race and Indian 
schools in the Johannesburg area 
where the nationwide boycotts 
continued. The number of demon- 
strators at the schools was lower, 
however, as parents kept their 
children at home, SAPA said.

Red Cross agrees to up 
Thai-Kampuchea relief 


BANGKOK, May 29 (R) - The 
Internationa] Committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC) has agreed to 
send more seed, food and agricul- 
tural equipment across the Thai 
border into Kampuchea, an ICRC 
spokesman said today. 

The decision, taken during the 
two-day Geneva Conference on 
Humanitarian Aid to Kampuchea 
that ended last Tuesday, was seen 
as a major policy shift 

The spokesman said that rice 
rations handed out to Kam- 
pucheans arriving at the Thai fron- 
tier seeking food were increased 
yesterday at one distribution 
point with each person receiving 
30 kilogrammes of rice instead of 
the previous 20 kilogrammes. He 
said rations would be increased at 
other distribution points as soon 
as enough trucks were found to 
ferry the rice to the border. 

In addition, the ICRC had 
agreed to send in by road next 
month a further 3,000 tons of rice 
seed, urgently needed if Kam- 
puchea is to produce a decent rice 


crop at the end of the year. It had 
earlier been planned to dose the 
seed pipeline at the border. 

The spokesman said that more 
farm implements than originally 
planned would also be handed out 
at the distribution points. 

Many western embassies in 
Bangkok had been highly critical 
of the ICRCs reluctance to give 
greater emphasis to the cross- 
border operation and its policy 
change was greeted with satis- 
faction, western diplomatic 
sources said. 

The ICRC had earlier argued 
that greater emphasis on the 
cross-border operation could 
damage its relations with the 
Vietnamese-backed administ- 
ration in Phnom Penh. 

The Phnom Penh administ- 
ration has opposed the border 
operation, describing it as a cover 
for resupplying guerrillas loyal to 
the ousted Khmer Rouge gov- 
ernment.

Pope John Paul’s visit to 
France, the first by a head of the 
Roman Catholic church in 176 
years, is the sixth foreign trip he 
has made since his election to the 
throne of Peter in October 1978. 
However, it will be the fourth vis- 
its to France by the Polish-born 
former Cardinal Karol Wojtyla. 


Pol Pot forces claim large 
gains in Kampuchea fighting 


BANGKOK, May 29 (AP) — The ousted Kampuchean regime of 
Premier Pol Pot claimed today that its guerrilla forces killed or 
wounded 352 enemy troops in eastern Kampuchea and recently 
knocked out a Vietnamese battalion in the western part of the 
country. 

The guerrilla radio — the Voice of Democratic Kampuchea — has 
recently resumed broadcasting regular battlefield reports, which 
were largely discontinued during the past months of the dry season. 

Mr. Pol Pot’s remnants are -waging a guerrilla war against the 
Phnom Penh government of President Heng Samrin and the Vie- 
tnamese army inside Kampuchea, which supports rhat government. 
Fighting is expected to increase during the coming monsoon season. 

Western relief sources yesterday reported an attack last week on 
two embassies in downtown Phnom Penh — the first such known, 
incident in months. The preliminary report was sketchy and it was not 
known whether the attackers were Pol Pot guerrillas or other anti- 
government factions. 

Another report from aid sources — possibly related to the same 
incident — said the Soviet embassy in Phnom Penh was attacked and 


that two Vietnamese guards were killed. The Soviet Union is also a 
HeneS 


strong backer of the Heng Samrin regime. 

The guerrilla radio also claimed that in late April, 151 Kam- 
puchean civilian and military officials were arrested and executed by 
the Vietnamese for collaborating with the Pol Pot side. 

The Pol Pot regime was toppled in January, 1979 after holding the 
country in a four-year grip of terror. The guerrillas, now formally 
headed by toppled president Khieu Sampban, are trying to rally 
civilian support by promising more freedoms should they return to 
power. 


All of the Pope’ s stops are being 
minutely inspected by authorities. 
The police brigade in charge of 
special visit will have agents cir- 
culating in the crowds with an eye 
out for suspicious persons. 

The scouts and guides of 
France, at the request of church 
officials, have been asked to help, 
particularly with guiding the 
crowds. 

Pope John Paul will face a 
church in crisis and ferment when 
he flies to France on Friday. 

The Pope, in a message to 
French Catholics this week, rec- 
ognised that the French church 
had problems when he said it 
might be going through a “crisis of* 
growth". 

The Pope is expected to tell 
France’s bishops to be more 
dynamic in spreading the gospel, 
encouraging youths to become 
priests and in fighting abortion, 
birth control and western mat- 
erialism, church sources said. 

He will also deliver a major 
address to the U.N.'s Paris-based 
EducanonaL Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organisation (UNESCO), 
and confer with French President 
Valery Giscard cTEstamg. 

The 60-vear-old Polish pontiff 
will make several appearances in 
France during the weekend, and is 
assured of massive audiences in a 
country where, according to 
church statistics, some 45 million 
out of a population of 53 million 
are baptised Roman Catholics. 

But public opinion polls show 
that only between 12 and 17 per 
cent of Catholics go to church reg- 
ularly, compared with 35 per cent 
in 1960. Between 35 and 40 per 
cent do not go to mass at all. 


SEOUL — Flanking the 
entrance to city hall in 
Seoul's main downtown 
square are two armoured 
cars , each manned by a 
soldier in battle dress — 
stiff-backed , white gloved 
and motionless. 


To the tens of thousands of 
South Koreans who pass daily 
through the bustling plaza, these 
modern-day temple lions seem 
permanent fixtures — symbolising 
as dramatically as anything could 
the state of affairs in their country. 

South Korea, despite a pow- 
erful current of popular sentiment 
in favour of democratic reform 
and promises by its leaders that 
the nation will move in that direc- 
tion, appears to slip ever further 
away from that ideal, and into the 
grip of the military establishment 
that has ruled from behind the 
scenes for nearly two decades. In 
yet another bold move to for- 
malise this control, the generals 
now have chosen to create a 
junta-like “ruling council” whose 
members would be at least half 
military. 

Diplomatic observers say the 
effect of this move almost cer- 
tainly will be to curtail even more 
drastically South Korea's move 
toward the true representative 
form of government that its lead- 
ers, both military and civilian, 
have pledged for years. And once 
the meaning sinks in, these obser- 
vers say, the effect could be more 
demonstrations, more student 
protests, and more stieet violence 


of the kind that has wracked the 
country in the past month, cul- 
minating in the bloody insur- 
rection of Kwangju. 

What would happen then is 
anybody’s guess. But one lesson of 
Kwangju, if a reminder was 
needed, was rhat South Korea’s 
military leaders to not long tol- 
erate violent political dissent, and 
can be counted on to deal with it 
harshly. 

Foreigners who witnessed the 
upheaval in South Korea’s fourth 
largest city said they were amazed 
by the size of the crowds that 
turned out in the student-led pro- 
tests — more than 100,000 on 
some days -- and the fervour with 
which they sympathised with the 
rebels' cause. 

“Some people worried about 
the bloodshed, but you couldn’t 
find anybody who really disagreed 
with the students in their basic 
demands,” said one westerner 
who watched several days of the 
uprising. “The feelings against 
martial law and the army seemed 
almost unanimous — especially 
after the soldiers started beating 
and killing people.” 

If that point registered in the 
minds of the generals, they have 
given no indication of it. The first 
official statement following the 
end of the Kwangju disturbances 
said the incident “should serve as 


an occasion for all the people to' 
reflect on their actions" to avoid a 


repetition. 

While not yet formally 
announced, the general makeup 
of the new council — called ten- 
tatively the “Emergency Coun- 
termeasures Council for National 
Defence and Security” — is 
already known. It is to consist of 
about 25 members, with civilian 


President Choi Kyu-hah as chair- 
man. 

However, sources say the real 
power will lie with Lt. Gen. Chun 
Joo-hwan, the shadowy army 
officer who in recent months has 
quietly, but with a sure hand, 
tightened his grip on the reins of 
government and eliminated, one 
way or another, roost of his poten- 
tial adversaries. 

Mr. Chun, who already held 
considerable power as defence 
security commander, last month 
was named acting director of the 
Korean Central Intelligence 
Agency as well. It will be in the 
latter capacity, which many obser- 
vers of Korean affairs consider the 
most powerful single job in the 
government, that Mr. Oiun wiiisit 
on the council. 

Informed sources say about half 
of the council's members will be 
military men, but it is noted that in 
addition to these, some of the 
civilian cabinet members named 
to sit on it, including recently- 
appointed Prime Minister Park 
Choong-hoon, are retired gen- 
erals. 

The council is to help formulate 
policy in foreign and domestic 
affairs, but in fact will rule the 
country under the martial law 
decree that was instituted seven 
months ago and extended to the 
entire country May 17. The 
national legislature, already con- 
trolled by the government party, 
will have even less influence. 

South Korea's leaders pledged 
after the Oct. 26 assassination of 
President Park Chung-hee that 
there would be a new, more 
democratic constitution to replace 
Mr. Park’s repressive “SushiiT 
document by the end of 1980 and 
general elections early next year.

Diplomatic observers note that 
Mr. Choi, Prime Minister Park 
and even Mr. Chun himself 
recently reaffirmed that promise. 

What political opposition forces 
and the students fear most is that 
these promises may be kept, bnt 
not in the form they desire — in 
other words, a constitution tail- 
ored by the military to suit its pur- 
poses, followed by elections under 
that document. 

For that, there is a precedent: 
Mr. Park Chung-hee. in 
wrote the current “Sushin” 
stitution and then held 
li amentary elections and a pres- 
idential election in which he was 
by design the only candidate. 

Mr. Chun, who is widely 
believed to be the principle 
architect of the new council, is said 
to have justified the move on 
grounds that South Korea cur- 
rently faces a “national crisis."
